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PREFACE, 



'T^HIS Catalogue uf the Copperplate Grants prcsctvet 
■*" in the Madras Government Museum has been prepare 
by Mr, H, Srinivasa Raghava Ayyang&r, m.a., ArChfratogLca 
Assistant, It contains a short description of feuch of th< 
grants, over two hundred in number, iliac have been receive* 
up to the end ot August [917. Frequently produced ai 
evidence, chiefly in cases connected with land tenure, anc 
afterwards unclaimed by the owners, these grants grad uaflv 
accumulated in the District: Courts and ocher Govern men 1 
offices, At the suggestion of the Arc tocologies I Departmeni 
jt was decided by Government (G+G, N'o, ^4, Public, dated 
19th September 1902) that all topper plate grants depositee 
in the District Offices of the Presidency should be transferred 
to the Museum, on the understanding that in the event uf a 
particular grant being required as evidence in a court of law 
or for Other purpOaCH, arrangements COuld always be itlkdt 
for its temporary withdrawal from the Museum. Out of f 
total of JtS grants, coo were received from Di strict offices, 
many before the Government Order referred to tame intc 
operation, while 1 $ were presented, fi purchased on Che recom 
mendati n oft he Government Epigraph!*!, amt i received or 
loan. 

There is considerable variation in the number add eisCA 
the plates or individual loaves which make up a eoppemplat* 
grant or ffiwrff-sdsaita (copper charter). In the great, rnajo 
rity the metal of which the leaves are composed is copper, bm 
in the present Collection t be lC arc three g rant-? each COni|iuset 
of A single brass plate, and two cOm[jOsed of single lead plates 
coated xv it h thin sheets of copper The number of leave: 
varies from one to thirteen, and where 
they were strung together by me cos of 
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through a circular hole in each leaf. The ends of this ring 
are generally soldered to a circular seal tearing the emblems 
4i nd legend of the king who issued the grant. f he se emblems 

or crests usually take the form of animals. such as a 'hi i If. boar, 

tiger, two fishes. ct*\ When the grant is composed of-Ei single 

plate the seal is usually directly fixed to it. The seal was thus 
an important evidence of authority on the part of the king or 
other person wlio issued the grant, and in some cases an addi- 
tional authentication is found at the end of th^ inscription, in: 
the insertion of the name of the tutelary deity of the grantor, 
for example Sri Viriipaktka is met with in the grants of the 
early Vijayanagata kings, and Sri Venial eta in those of the 
later kings. In several cases two or even three different 
grants arc in i he present collection recorded on a single plarr. 
or on the same set of plates. 

The language of [he earliest grants the oldest of which 
telongs to the fourth century A !>., is Prakrit. This was 
followed try Sanskrit, which is the language in ge noral u^up 
to the seventeenth century, when the vernaculars of the country 
came to be adopted. The iscript used varies according to the 
dynasties, and also to the localities where, and the periods 
when, the grants were issued. In the present collection the 
grants appear in the following languages — Prakrit 3. Sanskrit 
iq i, Tamil 6 a, Tclugu 33, Kanarese 17, Malaysia m i, Uriya e„ 

Most of the grants* Are donative records dealing with gifts 
made by kings Of persons in authority, usually of land, which 
may extend in &omt cases to entire villages, but whers merely 
confer, a right to certain perquisites or special privileges. 
They were executed not on ordinary days, but on day* 
Specially selected because they were auspicious. Such as stdai 
and lunar eclipses, G&&4t/aS&fattti { Krishna's birthday), Stva 
t'dikri (the fourteenth day in the dark fortnight of the month 
of Magha, sacred to Siva), etc. They aie usually din-ted, some' 
times in the regnal year of afciftg, at other times in the Kali- 
vuga reckoning which commenced in 3EQ2 13 .C.,or in the Saka 
era dating from 78 A-D., less frequently in other reckonings., 
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In certain cases astronomical data are given with such exacti- 
tude that it is possible to' determine even to the hour, the 
time at which the ymnt was drawn up, 

EiacVrecOfd Opens, :ls a rule, with a verve invoking the 
blessing of either Siva or VE*hmj, or of ibe tutelary deity of 
thr kjnjr or other person who issued the grant. This is fa]* 
lowed in most cases by a more or less imaginary genealogy 
of the king, tracing his ancestry liack to a mythical founder 
vf the dynasty, am I sometimes stating the number of regnal 
ye?.rS r Or cot-iin historical events. in connexion with the kings. 
The date, the name of the village dimmed, -Or details of the 
special privilege conferred, and the name, pedigree, and 
qualficalinns of the donee are stated, the boundaries of the 
(and granted are detailed, and lastly there is nil imprecation 
rendering the grant binding on all future kiitga. 

In the present catalogue the grants arc arranged in dynas- 
tic or family groups, which follow otic another in alphabetical 
order; the grants of each dynasty are arranged chronologi- 
cally. Its the ease of each grant its nature is first described!, 
1,0,, the number of platen employed and the special features 
of the seal, Lf one is present, while any known facts with 
reference to the discovery of the grant are briefly mentioned. 
The language and script art next stated. This is followed 
by a short summary of the grant, with special reference to 
any im portent or noteworthy point* which st may contain. 
The date and its equivalent in the Christian era follow, 
the latter calculated with the aid of the IE p homeri s of p [wan 
Bahadur L. B. Swamikannii Pillai, i,s.o. finally references 
to previous brief notices of the grants arc enclosed in curvet! 
brackets, while references to publications in which full tran- 
scripts huve appeared ■will he found in rectangular brackctB.
